COUNCIL VOTES 
TOI 


The city council last night voted 
to Install gas engines in the city’s 
new well on North Bristol street. 
Councilmen C. H. Chapman, Stan­ 
ley Goode and E. B. Collier 
voted 
for the gas equipment and Council­ 
man George McPhee favored elec­ 
tric power engines. 
Mayor Frank 
Purinton did not vote on the pro­ 
posal as the count was 8 to I for 
the gas engines w ithout his ballot. 
The issue was re-opened on a 
written proposal from the W estern 
Machinery company for installation 
of two gas engines for the sum of 
$14,700, with payment to be made 
over a series of years from savings 
that will accrue by the use of gas 
instead of electric power. 
The engine equipment is to con­ 
sist of one 120-horsepower W est­ 
ern Duplex engine 
and one 
160- 
horsepower engine 
of the same 
make. 
In comparing costs for operation 
of the plant under the two types 
of powers, a Los Angeles mechani­ 
cal engineering firm employed by 
the council In an advisory capacity 
estimated that it would cost $4000 
for the installation of electric mo­ 
tors. The W estern Machinery com­ 
pany, in Its proposal, offered to ac­ 
cept this amount as the initial pay­ 
ment on its equipment, giving the 
city 
the 
option of 
paying 
the 
amount in full at completion of in­ 
stallation or at the rate of $300 a 
month. 
In the terms of the proposal, “the 
balance to be paid monthly on the 
basis of the saving between operat­ 
ing the pumps by electric power on 
the P -l schedule of the Southern 
California Edison company, upon 
which you are now operating, and 
the actual cost of operating 
the 
same pumps by gas engines until 
such time as the full payment has 
been made.” 
The Los Angeles firm of engineers 
estimated that the saving in the 
use of gas would pay for tho gas 
equipment in seven and one-half 
years and that in a period of 15 
years, the life of the engines, the 
saving would be $35,000 above the 
cost of the engines and their in­ 
stallation.

P.

district superintendent, of H unt­ 
ington Beach. 
California Man H onored 
A source of much satisfaction to 
the California delegation was the 
fact that one of its members, J. 
M. Gwinn, superintendent of the 
city schools of San Francisco, was 
elected president of the depart­ 
ment of superintendence. Dr. R an­ 
dall J. Condon, Cincinnati, O., re ­ 
tiring president, autom atically be­ 
comes first vice president. 
Frank

erary world Nicolai Ibsen was go­ 
ing through 
poverty 
and 
near 
starvation on the western plains of 
Iowa.

when workers in an old Norwegian I 
cemetery near here discovered an 
ancient tombstone. 
It was cleaned 
of debris and the following in ­ 
scription found: 
“Nicolai Ibsen.” 
“By Strangers Honored and By 
Strangers Mourned.” 
A little investigation disclosed the, 
following rom antic tale of the a1- ; 
most poverty-stricken brother of j 
the famous dram atist and poet. 
Henrik Ibsen was born in N or­ 
way in 1828. 
His brother Nicolai 
was born in 1834. The familj' were; 
medium wealthy 
and 
both 
boys 
were educated. 
The older brother, however, im- j 
mediately 
took 
up 
playwrlting 
which did not meet with the good 
graces of his father. 
The younger 
brother—a 
hunchback—went 
In to 1 
business. 
Nicolai Ibsen failed. 
His father; 
re-established his son in business 
and a second time Nicolai failed. 
That night he left his home in 
Norway, rather than face his fam ­ 
ily, and came to America. 
He worked as fa r west as Chi­ 
cago, and there ran short of fi­ 
nances. He sold his gold watch and 
gained sufficient money to get to a I 
Norwegian settlem ent in Wisconsin 
where he became a sheep herder. 
From Wisconsin he went to Iowa 
on a 40-acre farm he had obtained 
through trading, and later came 
here as a sheep herder and farm er 
of very little means. 
Only once did he disclose his 
strange story and his relationship 
to the famous Henrik Ibsen. That 
was when an advertisem ent was in­ 
serted in a Norwegian newspaper 
that his father had died 
and 
a 
search was being made for Nicolai 
Ibsen so that he might share in 
the estate. 
Michael Berlow found 
the advertisem ent and told Ibsen 
of it. Ibsen refused to answer the 
advertisement. 
W hen he died, notification was 
sent to members of his family In 
Norway and It w as learned they 
thought he was dead or wander­ 
ing about Europe. 
His funeral 
expenses were paid by neighbors.

Bernhard 
Smith, was known to 
some people merely as a studious 
scholar and clever 
poet, but with

practical Joker. 
Sometimes 
his

mystified scientists and alarmed 
people of the town where he lived, 
even arousing the newspapers at 
times to comment on their audacity 
and cleverness. 
In January, 1928, a statue a t the 
British Museum w as found daubed 
with raspberry Jam. This remained 
a mystery for some weeks until

was perpe- 
In May, 
1919, a Joek 
was perpe­ 
trated at Ramsgate, when the win­ 
dow of a m agistrate’s house was 
smashed by a thunderbolt. Bits of 
the thunderbolt were picked up and 
sent to the best laboratories here 
for examination, but the window- 
smashing thunderbolt remained a 
mystery until Smith sent the fol­ 
lowing letter to London. newspa­ 
pers: 
“I bought the 
meteor for 
six­ 
pence and was assured th at It was 
a real thunderbolt. 
I threw It at 
the window and to my amazement 
the window broke the thunderbolt" 
For this Joke Smith w as fined 
$10 and $7.50 costs. 
During the w ar Smith dressed In 
a grotesque costume and lived in 
a cave on the coast and caused some 
alarm among the 
coast residents 
who thought him a German spy. 
The authorities put an end to that 
joke. 
Smith kept a large circle of Lon­ 
don friends constantly wondering 
when one of them would become 
the subject of one of his Jokes.

AN ORDINANCE TO BE KNOWN 
AS THE ZONING ORDINANCE OF 
THE CITY OF RANTA ANA. CAL­ 
IFORNIA. 
PRESCRIBING 
T H E 
( LASSES OF BUILDINGS, STRUC­ 
TURES 
AND 
IMPROVEMENTS 
AND USES OR ADDITIONS IN THE 
SEVERAL ZONES TO BE CREATED 
BY THIS ORDINANCE; AND PRO­ 
VIDING THE PENALTY FOR THE 
VIOLATION OF THE SAME. 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
THE CITY OF SANTA ANA, DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 
I. 
INTERPRETATION 
AND PURPOSE: 
In Interpreting thla ordinance and 
In carrying out Its application In the 
city of Santa Ana. it shall be under­ 
stood, In every instance, that all re­ 
quirements provided herein shall be 
considered as the minimum require­ 
ments for the preservation ana the 
promotion of health, safety, morals, 
convenience and general comfort and 
welfare of the people of the City of 
Santa Ana. 
SECTION 
IT. 
ZONING 
REGULA­ 
TIONS AND CLASSIFICATION: 
In order to provide an adequate 
zone classification and to regulate 
and restrict the location of the var­ 
ious uses for housing, business, in­ 
dustry and other activities In the 
community, the City of Santa Ana 
is hereby divided into the following 
zones and districts: 
(a)—Single Family Residences. 
(b)—Two family and apartm ent house 
districts, of not more than two 
stories in height. 
(c)—Apartment Houses. 
(d)—Neighborhood 
Commercial 
Dis­ 
tricts. 
(e)—Light Industrial Districts. 
(f)—Heavy Industrial Districts. 
(g)—Special Uses. 
The boundaries of these districts 
ar# Indicated and recorded on the of­ 
ficial map to be known as the "Of­ 
ficial Zoning Map’’ of the City of 
Santa Ana, Orange County, Califor­ 
nia. 
(1)—No building shall be erected, 
altered or enlarged, nor shall any 
building be used for any of the pur­ 
poses except those permitted In the 
district in which such buildings or 
premises are located as Indicated on 
the "Official Zoning Map,’* which la 
on file in the office of the City Clerk, 
and is by reference made a part of 
this ordinance the same as though 
attached hereto. 
(2)—No building shall be erected 
nor shall any existing building be 
enlarged, 
altered 
or 
reconstructed 
except according to the provisions 
contained in this ordinance and indi­ 
cated 
upon 
tbs 
"Official 
Zoning 
Map. ” 
SECTION 
m . 
RINGLE 
FAMILY 
RESIDENCE DISTRICT: 
A single family residence district 
shall be understood to mean a dis­ 
trict in which only one residence 
shall be permitted upon a lot, the di­ 
mensions of which are described In 
another part of this ordinance. 
No building, structure or improve­ 
ment of any kind or any premises 
shall be used, altered or enlarged in 
a 
single 
family 
residence 
district 
which is designed or intended to be 
occupied or used for any purpose 
other than a single family residence 
together with such accessories as ga­ 
rage, and such other permissive uses 
as are specified hereinafter in this 
ordinance. 
SECTION IV. TWO FAMILY AND 
APARTMENT HOUSE 
DISTRICT 
OF NOT MORE THAN TWO (2) 
STORIES IN HEIGHT: 
A two family and apartm ent house 
district shall contain only dwellings 
designed and Intended to be occupied 
by two or more families, provided 
that such buildings are 
not more 
than two (2) stories In height. Bun­ 
galow courts shall also be permitted 
In this district under the provision 
and regulations hereinafter provided. 
No building or structure shall be 
erected, altered, Improved or m ain­ 
tained in a two family and a p art­ 
ment house district, known as the 
“B” Zone. except for the purpose in­ 
dicated under the definition above 
given a single family dwelling as 
classified under "A’’ Zone. 
SECTION V. APARTMENT HOUSE 
DISTRICTS: 
All multiple dwellings of two s t e ­ 
les or more, apartm ent houses, hotels, 
rooming houses, (without stores ex­ 
cept restaurants through a general 
lobby of such multiple dwellings, ho­ 
tels. apartm ent houses, 
etc.,) 
shall 
be permitted In "C” Zone. 
In "C” Zone are also permitted 
all uses permitted under 
A ” Zone 
and “ B” Zone. 
SECTION 
VI. 
NEIGHBORHOOD 
BUSINESS ZONES: 
Neighborhood 
business 
zones 
are 
those in which business may be per­ 
mitted. including repair shops using 
not more than six (6) horse power 
engines, cleaning and dyeing estab­ 
lishments 
but 
all 
such 
buildings 
must be devoted to either business 
or 
residential 
occupancy 
the 
en­ 
tirety of each floor so used. In no 
case shall a neighborhood business 
building 
be used for a residential 
purpose unless the entire floor is de­ 
voted 
to 
residential 
use; 
and 
no 
mixed use shall be permitted on the 
same floor; 
and 
no such 
building 
shall be over two stories In height; 
and shall conform to the building re­ 
strictions provided for In Fire Dis­ 
trict No. I. 
In neighborhood business districts, 
known as “D” Zone, uses provided 
for in “A,” "B” and "C” Zones shall 
also he permitted. 
SECTION VII. COMMERCIAL DIS­ 
TRICT: 
Under the Commercial district, or 
“E ” Zone, shall be Included all busi­ 
ness uses, retail and wholesale, as 
well as the repair shops and other 
Industrial uses, provided they do not 
employ more than 
ten 
(IO) 
horse 
power engines, and provided further 
tna„ each establishment does not d*- 
vote more than fifty per cent (50%) 
.» 
fIoor space to such repair shop 
and other industrial work. In no case 
shall industrial uses be permitted In­ 
dependent of any retail or wholesale 
business occupancy. 
All uses permitted In “A.” “B,” 
C, 
'D” and "E ” Zones shall also 
be permitted In "F ” Zone; but no 
other uses shall be permitted except­ 
ing by special permit of the Board of 
Trustees under proper procedure as 
outlined in this ordinance. 
SECTION VHI. LIGHT INDUSTRIAL 
DISTRICT REGULATIONS: 
No building, structure or improve­ 
ment or premises shall be used, and 
no building, structure or improve­ 
ment shall be erected, constructed, 
established, altered or enlarged In a 
light industrial district which Is de­ 
signed, arranged or intended to be 
occupied or used for any purposes 
except the following uses: Ammonia; 
Asphalt 
m anufacture 
or 
refining; 
Brick and Tile terra cotta m anufac­ 
ture or storage; Boller works: Dis­ 
tillation of coal wood or bones; Fat 
rendering; Iron foundry, Junk yard; 
Lamp Black manufacture; Lime, ce­ 
ment and plaster of paris m anufac­ 
ture: 
Paint 
manufacture; 
Pickle, 
sauer-kraut, 
sausage 
or 
vinegar 
manufacture; Railroad yard or round

baling, 
slaughter of animals or fowls; Soap 
manufacture; 
Stock 
yards; 
Stone 
mill and quarry; Storage of Oil (not 
exceeding 1000 barrels on one lot or 
In any tank above ground not ex­ 
ceeding 500 barrels capacity); Tallow 
grease and lard manufacture and re­ 
fining, tar roofing or tar water-proof­ 
ing m anufacture; Tobacco (chewing) 
manufacture;

DISTRICT REGULATIONS: 
Any building, premises, 
structure 
or Improvement may be used. con­ 
structed. established, altered or en­ 
larged in the heavy industrial dis­ 
trict without restriction 
as to its 
design, arrangement or Intended use 
or purpose, provided such building, 
structure 
or 
improvement, 
or 
the 
use of such premises is not prohib­ 
ited by law or ordinance now In 
force, or which may be hereafter en­ 
acted. 
And further provided that no such 
use be detrimental to the health, 
safety, moral* or general welfare of 
the adjoining premises or properties. 
SECTION X. 
SPECIAL USES: 
Under the special uses are to be 
Included all public bi tidings of a 
municipal or county character, ga­ 
rages, oil stations, hospitals, under­ 
taking 
parlors, 
chicken 
ranches, 
dairies, waste disposal plants and the 
manufacture of explosives, and such 
other buildings, structures or uses as 
do not come under either or any of 
the jones herein specifically men­ 
tioned. These uses shall be permitted 
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only upon application to th* Board 
of Trustees, auch application to give 
an accurate description of th* area 
to be used in such purposes, the typo 
of building to be erected for such 
uses, th* ownership of the land, tho 
person or persona, or corporation, to 
be responsible for such special use; 
and, whenever required, the appli­ 
cant shall furnish complete plaus and 
specifications of th* buildings to be 
erected. 
Such application shall be referred 
to the City Planning Commission for

Board of Truste©* shall, at the time 
of its referring the m atter to the 
City Planning Commission, cause no­ 
tice to be given of th# intent to 
establish such use as is contained in 
the application, such notice to be 
posted on th# property and at least 
one notice to be posted within fifty

frontages; 
such 
notice

contain 
date, hour and place of a hearing to 
be held by the City Planning Com­ 
mission and also of hearing to be 
held by the Board of Trustees, this 
hearing to be not less than five days 
from the time that such notice has 
been posted. After receiving the re­ 
port from the City Planning Commis­ 
sion and after having held a hearing, 
the Board of Trustees may grant or 
refuse to grant « permit for such 
special uses. 
In case of refusal, the applicants 
may modify their request In order 
to remove any or all of the objections 
raised, but such renewal of appli­ 
cation shall follow the same procedure 
as outlined for the first application. 
In case of a second%efusal, the ap­ 
plicant may not again apply for a 
period of three (3) months from the 
time of the refusal of the applica­ 
tion and official action by the Board 
of Trustees. 
SECTION XI. GENERAL PROVIS­ 
IONS: 
(1) In a single family residence 
zone, no building or structure shall 
be erected or altered on a lot or par­ 
cel of land, which la constructed or 
intended for the use of more than 
one family; and each lot shall have 
a minimum of 5000 square feet, ex­ 
cept on land or lots shown on maps 
duly recorded prior to the passage 
of this ordinance. 
(2) On lots duly recorded, which 
are deeper than IOO feet, a rear sin­ 
gle family residence may be erected, 
provided the front wall is not less 
than 20 feet from the rear wall of 
the front building: and provided fur­ 
ther that the rear wall of the rear 
dwelling is not less than IO feet from 
the rear lot line. It Is also further 
provided 
that 
any 
rear 
building 
should have direct access from the 
street 
and 
that 
it 
shall 
not 
be 
through any hall-way or portion of 
the front building. In a two family 
and apartm ent house district, as de­ 
fined 
under “B” 
and 
"C” 
Zones, 
wherever a single family dwelling is 
located on the rear of the lot, It 
shall be lawful to erect such permis­ 
sive buildings on the front of the 
lot, provided th at such buildings are 
at least 20 feet awsy from the ex­ 
isting rear building: 
and 
provided 
further that direct access to the rear 
building is m aintained directly from 
the street rather than through an 
existing building or a building to be 
erected. 
(3) All buildings that do not com­ 
ply with the regulations of this or­ 
dinance but which have been used 
for non-conforming purposes prior to 
the passage of this ordinance shall 
continue to be so used, 
provided, 
however, that in case of fire or any 
other accident such buildings be de­ 
stroyed to the extent of more than 
one-half of their floor area or one- 
half of their value (this to be de­ 
termined by the Building Inspector 
or, in case of disagreement, by the 
Board of Trustees), these buildings 
are not to be re-erected or re-con­ 
structed unless the land which they 
occupy has first been re-zoned for 
such purposes as indicated by the 
uses prior to the passage of this 
ordinance. 
In cases where a non-conforming 
use has been abandoned for a period 
of six months or more, such non- 
conforming uses shall not again be 
permitted unless the area upon which 
the building stands has first been re­ 
zoned. 
Buildings used In a non-conform­ 
ing manner must continue to be used 
for the same purposes as they were 
used a t the time of the passage of 
this ordinance, not according to th© 
classification of non-conformity but 
rather according to the actual us© 
in existence at the 
time 
of 
the 
passage 
of 
this 
ordinance. 
Build­ 
ings used for grocerv stores 
may 
be used only for grocery store pur­ 
poses and not a general classifica­ 
tion known as business uses except 
when such uses are permitted by a 
special permit of the Board of T rus­ 
tees. in which cane the permit shall 
extend to the classification in which 
that 
particular 
use 
belongs. 
Such 
special permits, however, shall not 
extend for a period exceeding two 
years, a t which time application for 
their renewal shall he made; and 
the Board of Trustees may grant or 
reject such application for renewal. 
No non-conforming buildings may 
bo 
enlarged, 
altered, 
reconstructed 
or improved except to meet the re­ 
quirements 
of 
public 
safety 
and 
health, In which case, the Board of 
Trustees shall require an Investiga­ 
tion and report on the part of the 
health officer and the building In­ 
spector prior to the granting of the 
permit for such improvements as are 
above specified and which shall he 
limited to the requirements of health 
and safety. 
PRIVATE GARAGES: 
All private garages shall be located 
not less than 70 feet from the front 
lot line unless such garages are part 
of the general plan of the residence 
and are an integral part thereof. In 
cases 
where 
there 
are 
slopes 
or 
grades, garages may be located on 
the front lot line provided there Is 
n..t a set-back established on such 
street and provided further that, and 
in the oninion of the building in­ 
spector, the construction of such ga­ 
rage or garages is physically impos­ 
sible or too costly to comply with the 
requirements of 70 feet set-back from 
the front lot line. In cases where a 
garage or garages are to be located 
on a front lot line, It shall be unlaw­ 
ful to construct the doors in a m an­ 
ner that would project beyond the 
front lot line when open. 
A single family dwelling may have 
a maximum of three 
(3) 
garages 
when they are located 70 feet from 
the front lot line, and only two (2) 
garages when such garages must he 
located nearer than 70 feet from the 
front lot line. 
Apartment houses may have one 
(I) garage for everv apartm ent in 
such anartm ent house, such garages 
to be located at least 70 feet from 
the front lot line unless they are 
made an integral part of such ap art­ 
ment house. 
SECTION XU. 
Aside from the special uses enu­ 
merated above, the following m anu­ 
facturing plants shall first obtain a 
permit from the Board of Trustees 
before erecting or maintaining th? 
following 
m anufacturing 
establish­ 
ments: 
Acid 
manufacturing, 
including 
sulphurous sulphuric, 
nitric, 
hy­ 
drochloric and carbolic acid; 
Acetylene gas m anufacture on a 
commercial scale: 
Cyanide, 
celluloid 
and 
cellulose 
products manufacture; 
The 
m anufacture 
of 
pyroxylin 
plastic 
m aterial or of products 
therefrom: 
Chlorine or bleaching powder m an­ 
ufacture; 
Crematory, except In connection 
with a cemetery: 
Creosote manufacture; 
Enameling works; 
Explosives, 
fireworks, 
or 
match 
m anufacture or assembly; 
Fertilizer manufacture or potash 
refining: 
Fish 
canning; 
fish 
scrap; 
glue

It shall 
be permitted to maintain a rooming 
bouse • • Dart of a dwelling, provided 
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not more than fly* (5) such rooms 
be rented In each dwelling. 
(8) A dining room may he main­ 
tained in a two family or apartm ent 
house district, provided the entrance 
ta not directly from th* street; and 
provided further that no advertising 
m atter la permitted upon th* outside 
of the building or projecting from th* 
building. 
' (3) News-stands may ba permitted

XV. BUILDINGS

VERTED OR ALTERED: 
Any building or any dwelling con­ 
verted or altered after the passage of 
this ordinance shall have to comply 
with all th* regulations provided in 
this ordinance regarding the use for 
which such building is altered or is 
Intended to be used. 
SECTION XVI. 
Any building for which a 
permit 
has already been Issued and which 
may not comply with the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall be exempt 
from all the provisions and restric­

have 
been 
started three (3) months from the 
passage of this ordinance and shall 
have been completed not less than 
twelve (12) months from the passage 
of this ordinance. 
When a building permit has been

such other information regarding the 
plans, cost and Intended uses as he 
may have available. 
SECTION XVIII. 
This ordinance may he amended at 
any time upon application of a prop­ 
erty owner or property owners or on 
the 
petition of the City 
Planning 
Commission or the Board of Trus­ 
tees. 
Before such amendments are 
carried out by proper ordinance the 
Board of Trustees shall first adver­ 
tise such intended changes by post­ 
ing upon 
the properties 
concerned 
and a t least one notice within 50 
feet of each frontage outside of the 
area to be re-zoned. These notices 
shall contain the date and hour and 
place of hearing to be held by the 
City Planning Commission and 
the 
Board of Trustees and such notices 
shall be posted not less than five (5) 
days prior to any of such hearings. 
In cases where amendments have

to

the 
amendment shall be placed on the 
Official Zone Map and shall be made 
available to the public a t any time 
during official office hours. 
SECTION XIX. ANNEXATION: 
W herever any territory Is annexed 
to the City of Santa Ana, such terri­ 
tory shall be considered as a single 
family residence zone until such time 
as an amended zoning ordinance is 
passed, assigning to certain portions 
of

annexed 
area 
the 
specific 
zones as provided for in this ordi­ 
nance. 
SECTION 
XX. 
OFFICIAL 
ZONE 
MAP: 
The "Official Zone Map” shall ho 
prepared in triplicate, one copy of 
which shall be In the building in­ 
spector’s 
office, 
one 
In 
the 
City 
Clerk’s office and one in the City 
Englner’s office. The City Engineer 
shall have charge of all changes in 
the Official Zone Map and the City 
Clerk shall report to the City Engi­ 
neer all changes as they are provided 
for by amendments duly passed by 
the Board of Trustees, and within 
two (2) days from the time they 
have become effective. 
SECTION XXr. PENALTIES: 
Any 
person, 
firm or 
corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punishable by a fine 
of not to exceed Three Hundred Dol­ 
lars (3300.00) or by Imprisonment in 
the County Jail of the County of Or­

for 
not 
to

months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. Each of such persons, 
firms 
or 
corporations 
shall 
be 
deemed guilty of a separate offense 
for every twenty-four (24) hours dur­ 
ing which Buoh violation Is permit­ 
ted to exist after official notice has 
been posted upon the premises that 
such building or premises are being 
used in violation of this ordinance. 
SECTION XXII. CONFLICT: 
Any 
provisions of ordinances 
or 
part of ordinances that conflict with 
any part of this ordinance are here­ 
by repealed. 
SECTION XXIII. 
In rase of litigation regarding the 
validity of this ordinance, any sec­ 
tion 
or 
portion 
of 
this 
ordinance 
found to be invalid shall not invali­ 
date the balance of this ordinance. 
The City Clerk shall cause 
this 
ordinance to be published three times 
in 
the 
Santa Ana 
Dally 
Evening 
Register, a daily newspaper printed 
and published in the City of Santa 
Ana. California, and thirty (30) days 
after its final passage, the same shall 
take effect and be In full force.

TRE SHAME OF THE SENATE 


The Senate of the United States! 
Once the proud 
representative of all that was ablest and best in 
American political life. Now, none so poor as to do 
it reverence. 
It has adjourned, leaving much important busi­ 
ness unfinished, many things undone which should 
have been done, and. Heaven knows, done many 
things which were better undone. 
Such is the record of the senate of the United 
States during the sessions comprising the meeting of 
the sixty-ninth congress. Surely it is not one of which 
the senate, or the country as a whole, has reason to 
feel proud. 
Not the least remarkable spectacle presented dur­ 
ing the closing minutes of the final session of the sen­ 
ate was that of the chairman of the appropriations 
committee, himself an aged man, pleading with tears 
that the filibustering foolishness should be stopped, if 
only long enough to permit of the passage of a reso­ 
lution providing funds for hospitals and pensions for 
widows and orphans, 
He said—and he undoubtedly 
knew whereof he spoke— that, unless this were done, 
widows of 80 and 90 years of age would be left with­ 
out the sustenance pledged to them upon the honor 
of this government. 
But his appeal was in vain, and the filibuster, with 
its side lines and by-products, consisting of petty mal­ 
ice and political hatreds, was persisted in until the 
end. 
Even the comparatively small sum asked as an 
emergency appropriation for the protection of lives 
and property in the Imperial Valley from disaster by 
floods, failed of passage, by reason of the fact that 
there was no time for the consideration of the urgent 
deficiency bill, of which the appropriation referred 
to formed a part. 
No time to consider the possible, indeed probable, 
loss of precious lives, but lots of time for petty squab­ 
bling and tirades of personal abuse, like unto those 
which have long been considered the chief argu­ 
ments (?) of the Billingsgate fishwife!

T here has been considerable 
crystallization of sentim ent in favor of a revision of 
the S enate rules, w ith the placing of reasonable 
lim itation upon debate, as exists in the low er house 
of congress. 
B ut the Senate itself, usually slow to 
act in such m atters, has taken no constructive steps 
to m odify its rules governing debate. Cloture, sought 
by S enator Johnson ant1 his co-w orkers to b ring 
the Boulder Dam m easure to vote on its m erits, w as 
rejected by the Senate. 
This p uts before the people of the country an 
issue th a t should be pressed. 
M rftorious m easures 
should not be a t the m ercy of filibusterers. 
The 
Senate should bring all its rules down 
to 
date. 
The people should insist upon this. 
They should 
agitate until the reactionary elem ents in the S en­ 
ate yield and perm it revision of the rules.

Health Topics

In an address delivered in Chicago the other day, Dr. Ford A. 
Carpenter, lecturer on meteorology at the University of California, 
declared that “practically all the loss of life, injuries to human be­ 
ings and damage to property due to catastrophes arising from nat­ 
ural causes such as hurricanes, tornadoes and earthquakes, could be 
eliminated by the expenditure of ten to fifteen per cent more on the 
construction of buildings and complete use of all the modern en­ 
gineering knowledge and skill available.” 
In speaking specifically of the Florida hurricane, Dr. Carpen­ 
ter said: 
“Ten to 15 per cent more in money and application of all 
available engineering skill would, I believe, have minimized the toll 
of the recent Florida hurricane to a small fraction of what it was. 
Education in the mechanics of a hurricane would have saved several 
hundred lives. 
After the first fury of the hurricane the sun came 
out and there was a dead calm. 
People joyously ran out into the 
streets, to be caught by the lashing tail of the hurricane which was 
bound to follow this period of calm. Had they been taught what a 
hurricane is like— that this lull was only temporary—they would 
have remained inside, and most of them would have escaped.” 
Here in California, at least, there is perceptible a growing ap­ 
preciation of the imports nee of sound construction. The Santa Bar­ 
bara experience of a year or so ago has not passed unheeded. What, 
after all, do increased costs of from ten to fifteen per cent signify 
as compared with safety? 
And as regards the mechanics of nature, a part of our grow­ 
ing leisure time might profitably be devoted to this study, which is 
interesting in itself without reference to monetary returns. 


YOU C A N T KEEP WELL IF YOU SKIMP SLEEP 
W hen- a person is fatigued he rests, and by the 
m aterial processes of the body cells tend to recover 
from fatigue during the resting period. 
The earli­ 
est books of hygiene known to m ankind recognized 
this factor and took It into account. 
The am ount of sleep necessary a t various periods 
in life varies. W hereas a child of from 4 to 6 years 
of age should sleep from 7 p. rn. to 7 a. rn. and 
take a one-hour nap in the afternoon, the child from 
12 to 14 m ay sleep from 8:30 p. rn. 
until 
7 a. rn. 
w ithout taking a nap. 
The grow ing boy or girl betw een the ages of 14 
to 38 should sleep nine or ten hours, preferably 
between IO p. rn. and 7 a. rn., ra th e r than between 
I a. rn. and l l a. rn. of the following day. 
The 
person of 18 years of age should try to sleep eight 
hours each night, although it is recognized th a t 
some persons are able to do w ith less. 
Inability to sleep, or insom nia is som etim es due 
to physical conditions, but is also due largely to the 
establishm ent of habits. 
If one has established the 
habit of going to sleep easily and a t a regular hour 
and of relaxing the body system atically a t the tim e 
of going to sleep, he will probably have m uch less 
trouble w ith insom nia th an lf he attem p ts to sleep 
a t varying periods and indulges In constant v aria- 
ticns of the sleeping perform ance. 
A m ind th a t is disturbed is not easily lulled to 
rest. 
C ertain drugs, such as caffein, have the pow er 
of low ering the threshold for stim ulation 
of 
the 
thinking portion of the brain, and persons who are 
sensitive to caffein should avoid the use of tea and 
coffee, p articu larly before going to sleep. 
I t is generally well recognized th a t a w alk in the 
open a ir or a drive w ith plenty of fresh air in­ 
duces to sleepiness and th a t a w arm bath or a warm 
drink h as a sedative quality. 
A person who is unable to sleep because of con­ 
stant worry should seek expert advice, since he ie 
falling into mental habits that may lead to ser­ 
ious final effects.

Open Door to Education

T he country over, colleges are 
seeking to lim it the num ber of a p ­ 
plicants for adm ission and the ex­ 
pedient, generally, Is to elevate the 
scholastic requirem ents. 
One u n i­ 
v ersity president announces th a t 
those stu d en ts who “are too dum b” 
to tak e advantage of th eir oppor­ 
tu n ities during the first tw o years 
should be given the advantages of 
th a t only those who dem onstrate 
th eir 
capabilities 
in high 
school 
should ge given the advantages of 
higher 
education. 
T here 
is 
a 
chance th a t the average student, or 
the one a little below, will find it 
increasingly difficult to en ter the 
door of a college and his predica­ 
m ent w ill a ttra c t concern. Men list 
nam es of th e fam ous who, under 
reuirem ents suggested for today, 
could not have rem ained in college. 
“W hat does it m atter? ” one com ­ 
m en tato r asks, “Lincoln did not 
have a college education.” 
The 
question is unfair w ithout the a d d i­ 
tion th a t th e one thing Lincoln re ­ 
g retted the m ost all his life w as 
th a t fact. 
T he departm ent of superintend­ 
e n ts of th e N ational E ducation a s ­ 
sociation is m eeting a t D allas and 
one of the m ain subjects is “Again 
th e Open Door to E ducation.” Says 
D r. F ra n k D. Boynton, leader of 
the discussion: “E very w orthy high 
school graduate who has the am b i­ 
tion 
should have th e chance to 
prove by actual trial w hether he 
can profit by college training. B ut 
the plain fact is th a t th e college 
p lan ts are not expanding to re ­ 
ceive 
the 
constantly 
Increasing 
num bers 
from 
th e 
secondary 
schools.” 
T here w as a tim e w hen colleges 
w ere com peting for students. They 
filled th e m ails w ith publicity, a d ­ 
vertised, and w ent afield for boys 
and g irls to atten d th eir classes. 
Now, w ith th eir ad vertising cam ­ 
paigns em inently successful, they 
w ould raise th e traditional req u ire ­ 
m ents 
and 
select 
th eir students 
from w h a t the educators call the 
“upper quartile.” 
“ Yet not unfrequently," says Dr. 
B oynton w ho has th e proofs at 
hand. 
"prom ise 
of 
leadership 
Is 
found in the low er quartile.” F ifty - 
one colleges 
In 1926 denied a d ­ 
m ission 
to 
15,196 
candidates 
of 


whom more than one-half had m et 
the full requirements of the fifteen 
“Carnegie” units. 
W as this ex­ 
clusion 
Inevitable? 
Did 
It 
rob 
youth of opportunities fo r , leader­ 
ship and fulfillm ent of promise? 
In those junior colleges which 
C alifornia is establishing a s a part 
of the public school system lies 
th e solution of the problem a c ­ 
cording to the authority who ad­ 
dressed the superintendents. There 
are now 163 colleges of the kind in 
the country. 
Then com es a su g ­ 
gestion th a t w hen 
the following 
program is adopted in w hole or in 
part, a vexing puzzle w ill be solved. 
“F irst, a survey of the higher 
educational institutions to ascertain 
the capacity w ith & scientific d e­ 
term ination of w h at con stitu tes a 
reasonable 
teaching 
and 
stu d en t 
load for a college professor. 
“Second, requirem ent by colleges 
of dem onstrated teaching ability as 
a prerequisite for retention on the 
faculty, 
recognition 
of 
teaching 
ability by advancem ent, and a tte n ­ 
tion to the im provem ent of college 
teaching. 
“T hird, provision by th e sta ts of 
adequate educational facilities from 
kindergarten through university, In­ 
cluding a system of ju n io r colleges, 
w ith unbroken sequence of prom o­ 
tion for those found capable a t 
each stag e of piofiting by m ore 
advanced training. T his im plies the 
abandonm ent of the present tra d i­ 
tional entrance requirem ents over 
an arb itrarily determ ined field.” 
H igher train in g for various types 
of m ental ability and a reo rg an i­ 
zation of college courses are also 
suggested. 
The im portance of the report Is 
in the em phasis on college training 
for profit to the stu d en t and not 
for grades, and th e abandonm ent 
of entrance requirem ents as they 
are now constituted. 
A few years 
ago w hen M arietta Johnson spoke 
in this city in a sim ilar strain 
th ere w ere som e who regarded her 
as revolutionary. 
T oday th e de­ 
p artm en t of superintendents of the 
N. E. A. speaks for education as 
an opportunity to the individual 
and ag ain st th a t m echanical sy s­ 
tem of grading which h as denied 
m any of a chance.
